HKW REPAIR WOKK POLICY 


Ol' TH12 liAlLEOADS. 


Tho action of the Western 
Mary- 


land Railway Company in awarding 
to a -private construction company *i 
contract for the maintenance and re- 
pairs ot tracks, bridges and other 
outsido work, is not altogether a now 
undertaking among railroads but it 
Is an extension of a new policy to a 
wider fiald. 


During the past year or longer sev- 


eral railroad companies, finding that 
under the prevailing rates of wages 
they could affect a large saving by 
turning their erjuipmeat repair work 
over to private concerns, began to 
lease tteir shops unrtor agreements 
which provide that the lessees s'aall 
furnish and pay all the labor. Before 
»uch arrangements were entered In- 
to efforts were made with a view to 
securing the consent of employes to 
a readjustment of wages more near- 
ly in conformity with the readjust- 
ments in other lines. 


Failing in this, and faced with the 


necessity of having repairs made at 
lower cost, the railroad 
companies 


dccidul tliau tho only .alternative was 
to discontinue their shops, as a de- 
partment oC their systems, and en- 
gage outside contractors to man and 
operate them. 
For 
precisely 
the j 


. same reasons tho "Western Maryland, j 
tho Hrio and other roads have dis- j 
continued tholr own maintenance 
o-f 


way work and placed it in the hands 
of private enterprises making a spec- 
ialty of 
cgnstruotlon 
and 
repair 


work. 


The first, and most noticeable re- 


s-ult, insofar as relates to e-roployes 
of the railroads, is that they are re- 
lieved of their jofbs with 
tho com- 


pany. 
However, in every instance 


whora the now policy has been adopt- 
ed the contractors have given the for- 
mer employes of tho railroads oppor- 
tunity to continue in their several ca- 
pacities as i workers, but subject to 
the direction and control, and to be 
paid by, the contractors instead of 
the railroads. 
This changed rela- 


tion also moans that a new scale of 
woees, very much reduced from those 
approved 
by 
tho 
Railroad ]-Abor 


Board, will be in effect. 
Having no 


jurisdiction over the new employers 
the Laibor Board cannot act upon ap- 
peals from employes to compel the 
payment of any 
certain 
rates 
of 


•wages. 
These will bo teed by tho 


contractors, without order from or 
at the dictation of the board, and ac- 
cording to the labor market and gen- 
eral conditions. 


"What will be the result of the adop- 


tion of tho new policy with respect 
to equipment and maintenance 
of 


way repairs, or how long it will be 
continued, remain to be determined, 
but it has become aii'ite apparent that 
tho railroads have reached the con- 
clusion to make a thorough test of 
the j»Uui.
